COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 19.— Fifty 
years ago President Abraham Lin­ 
coln stood by the side of the trench­ 
es at Gettysburg and delivered the 
noblest address ever made by an Am­ 
erican citizen. 
Over in the little town of West­ 
erville, near here, lives old Dr. Dan 
Coble. 
He’s one of the few alive to­ 
day who heard Lincoln utter the ad­ 
dress. 
Here’s how he describes it: 
“After a dirge had been sung oy 
the Baltimore Glee club, Lincoln was 
introduced. 
He looked so extreme­ 
ly ungainly in his ill-fitting clothes 
and his hair mussed and disheveled, 
a slight, almost imperceptible snick­ 
er passed over the audience. He bow­ 
ed gravely, first to the soldiers on 
his right, then to distinguish 
vi­ 
sitors on the platform and began. 
“ With the first sentence, a hush 
fell upon the assembly. 
During me 
speech the silence was almost ghast­ 
ly. 
At the conclusion there was no 
sound of applause. 
“ Lincoln turned, slouched back to 
his seat and sat down. He brushed 
his eyes quietly with his hand. 
His 
appearance was pitiful. 
Still there 
was no applause. 
“ His auditors were dazed and fill­ 
ed with awe at the simple, direct 
force of the speech. 
As the people 
do not applaud in church, so they did 
not applaud Lincoln’s words.
